IRAIN FALLS FROM 
HIGH TRESTLE 


Niuo Killed and Soven Injured in 
Disaster on Southorn Railway. 


Charlotte, N. C., Sept. 
28.—Whilo 
runuing at a high rate of speed, train 
No. 97, on the Southern railway, the 
south-bound 
fast mail train. Jumped 
from a trestle 75 feet high, half a milo 
north of Danville, Va., and was almost 
demolished. 
Of the crew of IG men, 
including mail carriers, on the train, 
nine wero killed and seven injured.

Thp trestle where the accident oc- 
curred is 5oO feet long and is located 
on a sharp curve. Engineer 
Broady 
was a new man on that division of 
the Southern, and it is said he came 
to the curvo at a very high rate of 
speed. 


The engine had gone only about 50 
feet on the trestle when 
it sprang 
from the track, carrying with it four 
mail cars and an express car. 
Tho 
trestle, a wooden structure, also gavo 
way for a space of 50 feet. 


At the foot of the trestle Is a shallow 
stream, with a rocky bottom. Striking 
this, the engine and cars were roduoed 
to a mass of twi^^ted iron and steel and 
pieces of splintered 
wood. 
As 
the 
cars went 
dew:, th^^y touched 
the 
sides of the Riverside Cotton 
Mill, 
which is very close to the trestle. 


All the (lead men were killed in- 
stantly, it is thought, and all wero 
greatly mutilated. The skin and hair 
on tho ensjineer and fireman were torn 
off by the impact of the steam engine. 


Several thousand people were soon 
at the scene of the wreck. 
No one 
on any of the cars had mado an effort 
to Jump, and tho bodies of all those 
killed were found in the wreckage of 
the different cars to whicji they be- 
longed. 
Ladj^B who drove out to the 
wreck from Danville Tainted at 
the 
Bight of tho bodies, some of 
which 
wore crushed to a ghastly degree. 
It 
seemed miraculous that any ono should 
have 
escaped, for each car falling 
with the engine hounded from it and 
completely collapsed after striking Oie 
rocks at the foot of the trestle. 
All 
the express mai.ter in the cypress car 
was practically destroyed, except wix 
crates full of canary birds. None of the 
birds was hurt, though tho crates were 
Jn the thickest of the* debris. 
All un- 
oflicial opinions that have been ascer- 
tained agree in giving only ono cause 
for the v/reck—the high speed of the 
train on tho sharp curve. 
Train No. 
97 was running abmat an hour behind 
time. It Is thought that the engineer, 
being unfamiliar with the road, did 
not take into consideration the dan- 
ger of coming on th(? curve with such 
great velocity. 


The mail bags in all the mail cars 
were broken open and the lettirs and 
packages were scattered, but it is be- 
lieved that none were lost. Flru, which

TRAIN FALLS FROM 
MOB ATTACKS LAKE 
HIGH TRESTLE 
SUPERIOR WORKS 


Nino Killed and Soven Injured in 
Disaster on Southern Railway. 


Charlotte. N. C., Sept. 28.—Whllo 
running at a high rate of spood. train 
No. 97, on the Southern railway, the 
Bouth-bound fast mail train, jumped 
from a trestle 75 feet high, half a milo 
north of Danville, Va., and was almost 
demolished. 
Of the crew of IG men, 
including mail carriers, on the train, 
nine wero killed aud seven injured. 
The dead are: Engineer J.A. Broady, 
Saltsville, 
Va.;

'White, Conductor Tom Blair, Danville, 
Va.;

All of the injured men aro seri­ 
ously hurt and have been taken to the 
hospital in Danville. 
The recovery of 
Mail Clerk Spiers is not expected, and 
other clerks are thought to have re­ 
ceived mortal injuries. 
The trestle where the accident oc­ 
curred is oOO feet long and is located 
on a sharp curve. Engineer Broady 
was a new man on that division of 
the Southern, and it is said he came 
to the curvo at a very high rate of 
speed. 
The engine had gone only about 50 
feet on the trestle when it sprang 
from the track, carrying with It four 
mail cars and an express car. 
Tho 
trestle, a wooden structure, also gave 
way for a space of 50 feet. 
At the foot of tho trestle Is a shallow 
streom, with a rocky bottom. Striking 
this, tho entwine and cars were reduced 
to a mass of twi^^ted iron and steel and 
pieces of splintered wood. 
As tho 
cars went 
dow-:. they touched 
the 
sides of the Riverside Cotton Mill, 
which is very close to the trestle. 
All tho dead men were killed In­ 
stantly, it is thought, and all were 
greatly mutilated. The skin and hair 
on tho eni;ineer and fireman were torn 
off by the impact of the steam engine. 
Several thousand people were soon 
at the scene of the wreck. No one 
on any of the cars had made an effort 
to Jump, and tho bodies of all those 
killed were found in the wreckage of 
the different cars to whicji they be­ 
longed. 
Ladles who drove out to the 
wreck from Danville .fainted at the 
Bight of tho bodies, some of which 
wore crushed to a ghastly degree. It 
seemed miraculous that any ono should 
have 
escaped, for each car falling 
with the engine hounded from it and 
completely collapsed after striking Oie 
rocks at the foot of the trestle. 
All 
the express mat.ter in the e^fpress car 
was practically destroyed, except tdx 
crates full of canary birds. None of the 
birds was hurt, though the crates were 
In the thickest of the* debris. 
All un- 
ofRcial opinions that have been ascer­ 
tained agree in giving only ono cause 
for the v/reck—the high speed of the 
train on tho sharp curve. 
Train No. 
97 was running about an hour behind 
time. It Is thought that the engineer, 
being unfamiliar with the road, did 
not take into consideration the dan­ 
ger of coming on 
curve with such 
great velocity. 
The mail bags In all the mail cars 
were broken open and the letters and 
packages were scattered, but it is be­ 
lieved that none were lost. Firu. which 
appeared in tho wreckage shortly af­ 
ter it occurred, was quickly extin­ 
guished by the Danville fire depart­ 
m ent

Coâl ShuAtion in BAltimoic. 


Tiie following is culled from a letter 
to Mrs. Catharine Hartman, of Philadel 
phia street, from lier adopted daughter 
in Baltimore: "We suppose you haVe 
plenty of coal in Now Oxford, or fuel of 
some kind to keep warm, but such is not 
the case here in this city. There \s none 
whatevei to be bought by the ton (txcept 
some of the morr lucky ones get a ton 
oncn in a while) at »8, |10 and $12, and 
by the bushel they are selling at from 50 
to 80 cents, and the poorer class cannot 
pay these prices and there is much suf- 
fering from cold and sickness in conse- 
quence. The president of the American 
Ice Co. has taken it into hands to supply 
the poor of the city with coal at cost. 
He has made arrangements with the coal 
company and they get a car load every 
week at this station and the same at 
many other stations in the city \ they are 
sold at 0 cents per peck, cost. My hus- 
band and his colored man from 2 p. m. 
to 0 p. m. every day handle this charity 
coal. They huyc from 1200 to 1600 peo- 
ple 
The cashier sits at a window and 
takes in the cash and gives tickets for 
the peck of coal to each customer. Frank 
receives the tickets and the colored man 
shovels the coal and It takes two or three 
policemen to handle the crowds. 
This 
state of affairs takes place every after- 
noon and it is a sorrowful sight to see 
these poorly clad people carry away their 
vessels of all kinds with the peck of coal. 
When they are too poor to pay they are 
given coal for nothing."

city. 
Thus tho French mobilization 
would be endangered from the outset, 
and the array would haA'e to act purely 
on the defensive, the Avhole plan of 
campaigns being upset.

A GOOD IDEA W ITH COLTS. 
It is a gooil idea to teacli colts to 
eat apples and potatoes. Sweet apples 
are excellent for them, and most colts 
relish them greatly. 
The apples and 
e»potatoes should be sliced before being 
fed. 
Sometimes colts refuse to eat 
them at first, and it reciuires consider­ 
able patience aud ingenuity to over* 
come their aversion. 
Colts are very 
fond of sugar. 
By teaching them first 
to eat sugar, then sprinkling over the 
sliced potatoes or apples, they Avill 
generally soon learn to eat the latter, 
if they are cut fine enough. 
Another 
method, which generally proves oKoct- 
ive, is to cut a few slices very fine, 
and put into their grain ration. 
By 
persevering in this, they will sfoon 
like the taste of potatoes, and then 
there w^ill be no further trouble. Dur­ 
ing the winter it Is a good idea to oc­ 
casionally substitute a ration of rots 
for that of grain.

Attention is called to the utter In- 
adequacy of tiie defenses of the grea' 
frontier to>vn of Nancy by a Fronci 
military critic writing in the Nouvellc 
Hevue. It was generally believed that 
all was right at the town iu question, 
which Is garrisoned by four regiments 
of infantry, one of artillery ai;d one oí 
cavalry. It Is the headquarters of the 
Twentieth Army Corps, and has a long 
commissariat and transport depot. The 
Germans, however, have done more on 
their side not far away. According to 
the critic they have so perfectly organ, 
ized everything, and particularly their 
railway service, that two hours after 
the declaration of war with Franco 
they could send GU.OOO men across the 
frontier, and their artillery could set 
to work bombarding Nancy until not a 
wall or house was left standing in the 
city. 
Thus the French mobilization 
would be endangered from the outset, 
and the array would have to act purely 
on the defensive, the whole plan of 
campaigns being upset. The critic la 
very emphatic in his protests against 
the carelessness exhibited with refer- 
ence to the dangerous 
position of 
Nancy in the event of a war with Ger- 
many.—Philadelphia Telegraph,

1IE refusal of the English higher classes to educate the working 
classes accounts, in a large measure, for the state of contented 
ignorancfl in which the submerged millions live. But nc 
amount of education, unattended by an effacement of castc 
barriers, will put the English workiugman on the same 
footing as tho American. 
Our Avorkers throw their whoU 
strength Into their tasku because they are ambitious to go 
higher, and because they know that no one will try to 
stop them from climbing. 
But the English worker looks 
r.pon his trade merely as a means of gaining a livelihood, and knowing that 
he is expected to keep in his own social plane, he does not seek to achlevc 
greater things.

English Avorkmen have banded themselves together into organizations 
that not only cripple the industries in which they are employed, but deprive 
them of any chance of bettering their condition. The whole idea of English 
trade-unions is that the Avorkers are fixed on a certain level of material 
prosperity; as they cannot reach a higher level, therefore they must take 
measures to prevent theit dropping to a lower. 
Labor, therefore, arrays 
Itself in direct antagonism to capital. It accepts the caste brand set upon 
it by the higher classes. Instead of fighting to efface the mark. 


The ''ca' canny" system permeates English Industry. 
To "ca' canny" 
l3 to "go easy." The English worker^s idea is that the loss work he does, 
the more there will be left to do, and therefore the less will be the chance 
of his or his fellow-workers getting out of employment. 
This system went 
on very well before the days of American competition; but novr 
that the 
products of American industries are Invading English markets, tho "ca* 
canny" Avorkers are in a sad plight. 
Their slothful way of Avorking so In. 
creases the cost of manufacture that tho products of American shops may 
be sold with profit in tho very towns in which the English articles are 
made, despite the fact that American -svorkmen receive much higher wages, 
while their products have to be transported thousands of miles.—From '*The 
Plight of the English Worker," In the American Monthly Review of Re- 
views.

No doubt the Roman Church helped. 
The organization whicl) 
covers Christendom with its twelve hundred bishops was no doubt 
essential to his success. 
But it was necessary for him to capture the or- 
ganization. 
And it must not be forgotten that although the organization 
helped, it also handicapped him badly with at least one-half of Christendom 
And the greatest triumph of the late Pope was not that which ke won 
within the Church, but that which he achieved outside its pale. 
Greek 
Orthodox, Protestant and Freethinker alike learned to recognize tliat Lec 
XIIL, despite all his papistical trappings, -was a great statesman and a true 
man. 
The Russian Government was most anxious to welcome him to the 
conference at The Hague. 
The German Government repeatedly found oc- 
caslon to appeal to his love of peace to assuage tlie bitterness of eccelsiastlcal 
strife Avithin the empire. The King of England this Easter visited him in the 
Vatican, and in tho United States the press with one voice has proclaimed 
him as the wisest and best of modern men. 


That Pone Leo XJ.II. failed in many things is less surprising than that 
he should have succecded in so many. He has left the chair at St. Peter sur- 
rounded by the aureole of his own virtue and his own wisdom, which not 
even the bigotry and intolerance of the Roman Curia can dim.—From a 
Character Sketch of Pope Leo XIII., in the American Monthlv Review of 
Reviews.

permanent exhibitions of New York! 


His art will ever be difficult to classify. 
Realizing that, though desig- 
nated as an American painter, his art cannot Justly be called American 
art. so pre-eminently cosmopolitan is it. future historians may be tempted 
to 'weave a theory of exotic influence from the painter's life-history, which 
is. that his ^-andfather was a colonel, his father a West Point engineer, 
hi's mother came from Wilmington, N. C.; he Avas born—some say in Baltl» 
more, some in Stonington. Conn., and others In Lowell. Mass. 
He himself 
has testified in court that he Avas born in St, Petersburg. Russia; but in 
White's "National Cyclopaedia of Biography" an article which he revised, 
gives the place and date as Lowell, Mass., in 1834. At any rate, he spent hl< 
childhood in St. Petersburg. Russia, where his father was superlntendinj 
the construction of the St. Petersburg & 3Ioscow Railroad. In 1851 Whistlej 
entered West Point, where he was far from being an ideal student. 
Ir 
drawing alone did he receive first class marks; chemistry was one of hii 
stumbling blocks, and he has said: '»If silicon had been a gas, I should have 
been a soldier." And It is not surprising that the man who was afterward 
so entirely a law unto himself should have cut a sorry figure In the army, 
where discipline takes precedence of the three R's.—From a sketch of Jainei 
Abbott McNeill Whistler, in the American Monthly Review of Reviews.

He was engaged at scalding some lime 
in a box at his home when the hot lime 
caused the box to spread. He thought­ 
lessly attempted to prop the side of the 
box: with his right knee when thejjscald- 
ing lime poured out over the limb, burn­ 
ing and scalding it from the knee to the 
ankle, so badly that the fiesh burst open 
to the bone. The accident caused him 
most intense suffering, but the injury is 
now healing up nicely. 


$500 Reward* 
The County Commissioners, at their 
regular meeting last week, performed a 
commendable act by placinga priceupop 
the detection and conviction of any and 
all persons guilty of arson or incendiar­ 
ism, A reward of 4»500 is offered for any 
information leading to the arrest and 
punishment of flre-buirs in this county 
and this step is particularly fitting at 
this time when fires of supposed incen­ 
diary origin have grown altogether too 
common. In the past few weeks there 
have been no fewer than six fires in this 
county that have been regarded as the 
work of fire bugs.

He was also a charter member 
aud stockholder of the Littlestown Sav­ 
ings Institution and a director and stock­ 
holder of the Littlestown Railroad, until 
that company was absorbed by the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad. About 16 years ago, 
having retired from business, he moved 
to Hanoyer. 
Here he assisted to organ­ 
ize the People’s Bank being one of the 
charter members and a stockholder and 
Director until death.

T vms a slightly 
cynical, 
but 
fairly 
good-humorod 
crowd that gathered about 
n 
-wnrohouso 
on 
Long 
Wharf In 
San Francisco 
one afternoou In the sum- 
mer of '51. Although Uic occasion -was 
on auction, tlie bidders' chances more 
than usually hazardous, and the season 
and locality famous for recklcss si>ocu- 
Intion, there was scarcely any excite- 
ment among the bystanders, and a lazy, 
half-humorous curiosity seemed to have 
taken the place of any zeal for gain. 


It was an auction 
of 
imclaimod 
trunks and boxes—the personal luggage 
of early emigrants—which had 
been 
left In storage in hulk or warehouse at 
San Francisco, while the owner was 
Becking his fortune in the mines.

as in human life they are exceedingly 
common,’’—Brooklyn Eagle.

It has a strangely 
developed vertebrae, entirely too large 
aud out of proportion to the fleshy 
parts of the body, and is deformed in 
other ways, though to all outward ap­ 
pearances it does not differ from other 
reptiles of the kind. There Is no doubt 
as to the species, but the reptile is so 
peculiarly formed that the university 
authorities are of the opinion that they 
have a rare curiosity of unusual scien­ 
tific importance.—New York Commer* 
clal Advertiser.
